It is not that Bourbon street

been something to see. 

The Spaniards built there a ca- 
thedral, a new Cabildo, and a 
monastery. . . . They are there 
riow. In the dim, musty old cathe- 
dral, reeking always of many 
candles daily burned there for the 
repose of souls (and by tourists 
for good luck), one can imagine 
its glory when Spanish grandees 
and great ladies went to Mass. 

Where the great seigneurs and 
cons strolled, now wander the 
tourists, cameras at ready. The 
old town houses now are an- 
tique shops, restaurants, flop- 
houses and studios. And mixed 
with the tourists one also sees 
the -quarter’s Bohemians, odd 
young men and women, pale imi- 
tators of the expatriates who 
gathered in Paris during the 
"20s, pallid disciples of the Ex- 
istentialist movement.

After the Seven Year War, and 
the Treaty of Paris, the powers 
cut it up.

Spain ceded Florida to 
Great Britain, including the nev- 
er-conquered fort at St. Augustine, 
the Bay of Pensacola, and vast 
stretches of territory. 

In 1800 Louisiana passed back 
to France in another treaty. Na- 
poleon, needing money, sold it to 
Thomas Jefferson. The Congress 
objected. He bought it anvyhow— 
and made us a nation. The con- 
servatives called it ‘Jefferson's 
folly.’’ It was December 20, 1803, 
the United States took possession 
—almost exactly 152 years ago.
